the present cross-roads village came 
within one vote of being: the capita! <{ 
the state.

for one of the commissioners going- 
fishing the day the balloting on location 
took placr. StruwSown would hare won. 
and what is now Indianapolis would be 
farm lands. 


Four locations had been 
proposed. 


John Connors represented the Straw- 
town location. The present s;;e of the 
capital, just 20 miles further down the 
river, and the bluffs, near \Yaverly, m 
Morgan county, 20 miles still further 
down, were the principal points con- 
sidered. 


Yet, it is known that Straw-town was 


a formidable factor in the considera- 
tion of the commissioners, despite the 
fact that the only record made regard- 
ing the selection of a new location ai 
Strawto«"n was made by John TIptcnT 
and IE summed up in a line in his state- 
ment: "Very uneven, jrood water, fine 
springs,20-foot fall, if level-on top would 
be the most beautiful spot I have ever 
seen." 


In 1S21 the legislature acted on the 


report, and the appropriation wa^ made 
for the erection of the new stalehouse 
at Indianapolis, then a barren section 
of land.
